They say that Price Stabilizer Michael V. DiSallc 
has a wonderful sense of humor, lf so, he must be enjoy­ 
ing himself hugely over the big joke just pulled on the 
American housewife. 
For weeks we’ve been hearing about the price roll­ 
back going to be applied to meat—principally to beef. 
The wires from Washington, and the radio waves, 
have been full of hints about how the butcher and grocer 
and cow-raiser were going to have the screws tightened on 
them, so that the American family could once more afford 
to buy meat. 
And meanwhile, there have been stories about the 
parade of witnesses coming to Congress to protest against 
the "roll-back,” as though it was something simply terrific. 
What these stories didn't make clear to the lady buying 
meat is that the farmers and producers were protesting 
about something which is threatened for next fall— not the 
much publicized action of this week. 
Mrs. Housewife, did you go out hopefully last Mon­ 
day eager to see how the new and streamlined price tags 
would look— hopeful of buying some of the lower-prices 
beef cuts you had been led to expect? 
And what did you find ? 
If your experience was like that reported on a virtu­ 
ally nation-wide basis, you found that the cuts of meat 
you wanted had jumped in price, despite the much-adver­ 
tised "roll-back." 
Perhaps you found steaks you could have bought a 
couple of weeks ago for 98 cents a pound now "rolled- 
back" to $1.27. And you may have looked around for the 
list of ceiling prices, and looked in vain. Under certain 
circumstances, the stores still do not have to post ceiling 
prices, and actually a great number of smaller stores have­ 
n’t yet got their ceiling prices from the OPS. 
There’s two ways to look at this price control busi­ 
ness. It’s either the most outrageous joke ever played on 
a trusting public, or it is, and has been from the start, the 
most frightfully mishandled enterprise our government 
has ever engaged in. 
If it’s all a joke, and the people running our govern­ 
ment really are laughing up their sleeves that anyone 
should be so "dumb" — that’s a term the smart guys at, 
^Washington have applied to the public more times than 
one in the past—as to take seriously their bluff about con­ 
trolling prices, then the American people ought to rise up 
jn wrath and give these pranksters something to make 
them laugh out of the other sides of their mouths. 
And if the present mess is the result o f well-inten* 
jtioned, sincere but utterly incompetent mishandling of the 
problem, then some first-rate resignations are in order — 
or a wholesale housecleaning in the U. S. Government.

TOKYO. May 17

They 
emphasized the withdrawals were 
executed in orderly fashion, al­ 
though in one area (below Inge) 
Red infiltrators slashed behind UN 
lines and forced a South Korean 
retreat which endangered the flanks 
of other Allied units on the central 
front. 
The Eighth Army officers 
warned that the enemy’s main blow 
was yet to rome. They predicted it 
would begin within 12 hours on the 
western front above Seoul which 
the Reds tried hut failed to capture 
in their late April offensive.
